Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-16, 21-22, and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. In claim 1 , the preamble clearly 
indicates that a subcombination is being claimed, i.e., "a device for connecting a draw- 
out rails (5) of a drawer guide (5,6) to a drawer and releasing said connection in a 
simple manner without much force, comprising..." This language would lead the 
examiner to believe that the applicant intends to claim only the subcombination of a 
device, the draw-out rail of a drawer-guide and a drawer being only functionally recited. 
The problem arises when the draw-out rail is positively recited within the body of the 
claim, such as, "a two -armed lever (13) structured and arranged to release said catch 
(11) from interlocking position with the draw-out rail (5)". In this case, there is an 
inconsistency within the claim. The preamble indicates subcombination, while in the 
body of the claim in at least one instance there is a positive recital of structure indicating 
that the combination of a device and draw-out rail is being claimed. The examiner 
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cannot be sure if applicant's intent is to claim merely the device or the device in 
combination with a draw-out rail. Applicant is required to clarify what the claim is 
intended to be drawn to, i.e., either the device alone or the device in combination with 
the draw-out rail, and the language of the claim be amended to be consistent with the 
intent. For the purpose of this examination, the examiner is considering that the claims 
are drawn to the combination. Claim 1 , lines 15-16, "said locking catch" lacks 
antecedent basis, thus indefinite. Claim 1 1 , since it depends on claim 2, the recitation 
"wherein each draw-out rail" lacks antecedent basis; should applicant elect to amend 
the claim to overcome this rejection, claim 1 1 , line 1 , "wherein each draw-out rail" 
should be "further comprising a plurality of draw-out rail (5), wherein each draw-out rail". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

6. Claims 2-16, 21-22, and 24 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
